With an amendment giving state 


and county treasurers the option of 
investing idle public funds iff inter- 
est-bearing U. S. treasury certifi- 
cates, the Davis-Smalhvood bill to 
authorize payment of a 1 per cent 
service charge to banks on money 
deposited with them by the offi- 
cials mentioned was sent ahead to 
third readmg^in the lower wing of 
the legislature Friday afternoon. 
The measure was vigorously at- 


tacked by Its opponents and warm- 
ly defended 
by its friends. Mr. 


Tesar, an Omaha member, tried 
vainly to amend the bill by exclud- 
ing Douglas county from its provi- 
sions. The vote for advancement 
to third reading was 50 to 15. 


Presents Amendment. 


R T. Jones of Scottsbluff 
pre- 
sented the amendment giving treas- 
urers the alternative 
of putting 
state and county funds into gov- 
ernment securities, rather than pay 
banks a service charge for hand- 
ling it 
Messrs. Davis and Small- 


wood, sponsors of the bill, objected 
but the house accepted the amend- 
ment. 
' 
A provision 
suggested by 
the 
banking committee, which allows 40 
per cent of all public funds to be 
deposited on time certificates at 3 
per cent without a service charge, 
was also incorporated. The service 
fee will apply on dairy balances 
against which checks are drawn. 
Mr. Jones charged that the ser- 


vice charge will cost the state $22,- 
000 a year, and said his own coun- 
ty, Scotts Bluff, will pay $3,000 a 
year on the money which it has de- 
posited.

C. Munger sentenced him to 90 days 
in the Grand Island jail and fined 
him $200 and costs. 


Johnson also icversed his inten- 
tion of acting as his own attorney, 
being represented Saturday morning 
by J. L. Smith of Omaha. 
Johnson was indicted on January 


23 by a federal grand jury sitting 
in Lincoln on two counts. 


While acting as a naturalization 


examiner, Johnson is alleged to have 
demanded and received $200 from 
Wilhelm Reiber of Campbell, whose 
case Johnson was investigating for 
the government. The incident was 
said by Reiber to have taken place 
on December 16, 1930. at Red Cloud. 
A neighbor of Reiber had protested 
his naturalization, and a hearing 
was scheduled in the District court. 
of Franklin county. At this hear- 
ing Johnson was "privileged in ^his 
officUl capacity to examine the wit- 
nesses. 


Although pleading guilty, Johnson 


told Judge Munger. "I'm not really 
guilty as charged, but I'm not alto- 
gether 
innocent. 
I'm 
pleading 


guilty in order to get the thing off 
of my mind." 


Smith pleaded with the court for 


clemency, asking that Johnson's war 
service, his destitute condition, and 
his wile and children be taken into 
consideration. 


On request of Smth. execution of 
the sentence will be postponed ten 
days in order to give Johnson time 
to put his affairs in order before 
going to jail.

"Motor companies and motor bus 
companies in their competition with 
railcarriers are subsidized, at least 
to the extent that they are not re- 
quired to pay their full proportion 
of the cost of constructing highways 
and 
maintaining the highways 
they use. substantially all of which 
are" fumisaed at the public's ex- 
pense." Sparrow charged. 
In the five years preceding 1930, 
he added, the" Milwaukee road in- 
curred grade separation costs and 
crossing protection costs aggregat- 
ing $4,359.596 and in 1930 the esti- 
mated expenditure for these items 
was $2.100,000. 
"Records show," Sparrow said, 
"that from 1920 to 1930, inclusive,

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THOMPSON AND LYLE. 


Chicago's mayoralty fight carries the customary 


echoes which may be expected when Mayor "Bill" 
Thompson is a candidate. I* has all of the elements 
of a 4-ring circus, with Big Bill of course in the role 
of ringmaster. 


Thompson has drawn on the zoo for an elephant, a 


couple of camels.and some other specimens in order 
to add a spectacular touch to his campaign. There 
are indications he will r*ed all of them and then 
some more, for in Judge Lyle, the 
decent, orderly 


groups in Chicago have picked upon a candidate ca- 
pable of meeting Thompson in the savage, two-fisted 
method necessary to direct public attention to the 
deplorable conditions which exist in the Windy City. 


Judge Lyle is not mincing words. He has thrown 


himself into the fight in such a fashion that for the 
first time in many years it appears the Thompson 
gang may be smashed. Heretofore the men who have 
attempted to reclaim Chicago have been unwilling 
to match Thompson in his favorite method of cam- 
paigning. Judge Lyle is a man of high character, of 
splendid ability, and an experienced politician. Un- 
der ordinary circumstances it might be anticipated he 
would make a traditional appeal to the people of 
Chicago. But it is no ordinary situation which con- 
fronts the electorate there. To overturn the Thomp- 
son machine one must wade in and arouse public 
opinion to the point it will rebel against the conduct 
of affairs. This Judge Lyle is doing. He Has been 
giving Big Bill the most artistic skinning which that 
gentlemen has encountered in his long political ca- 
reer. When Thompson opened up in his customary 
fashion by abusing his opponent, Judge Lyle coun- 
tered in the following fashion: 


"The people have grown tired of this blubbering 
jungle hippopotamus defending his gangsters and 
crooked contractors and lazy, blood sucking job- 
bers by slobbering insults against the people 01 
^•He^calls me looney. DM you ever see a lurch- 
ing, shambling imbecile with the flabby Jowls of a 
barnyard hog whc-se diseased brain didnf defend 
its own lunacy by snarling at others? 


"Why 
does he babble so much about insanity? 
"To refer to him as a blubbering charlatan 


whose befuddled mind totters on the border line 
of lunacy perhaps is charitable. Even a lunatic 
may not be charged with complete mental bank- 
ruptcy—with a total lack of initiative.' 
Since then Big Bill has subsided. 
While the mayoralty election is distinctly Chicago's 


own business, yet the people of the country generally 
will hope that Judge Lyle is successful. What has 
taken place in the second largest American city In 
recent years has been ft disgrace to the entire na- 
tion. Robbery and murder have thrived unchecked. 
Gang rule has taken the plsce of law and decency. 
The public funds have been handled extravagantly 
and recklessly until finally there was no money to pay 
teachers and other public employes. Life and prop- 
erty has not been safe. 


Virtually Chicago is being given her last chance 


to clean her own house. In Judge Lyle she has the 
chance to select a forceful, able, competent man to 
direct the affairs of the city. But the nation cannot 
continue to ignore the operations of Chicago gang- 
sters, because they are not confined to that city or 
even the state of Illinois. They have widespread 
ramifications and they affect the people of other 
states. There is no doubt that much of^the brutal, 
violent crime in the Middle West can be traced di- 
rectly to. Chicago gangs. If the people of Chicago 
are unwilling to clean up then it will become nec- 
essary for federal authorities to do so. That is the 
true significance of the municipal campaign which is 
now approaching a close in Chicago. It is a real 
test of power fqr the orderly, decent, law-abiding 
citizenship. 


A NEW IDEA FOE MOVIE WRITERS.

"Cimarron" during the post week came away feeling 
that they had enjoyed i good show. The pictures are 
excellent, the characters well portrayed, and the se- 
quence of events is logical and not? distorted out of 
all semblance to real Jife, as in many of 
today's 


•screen productions. And from the 
standpoint of 


cleanliness nothing more could be desired. 


However, the one big and outstanding feature of 


the whole movie is that the villain gets what's com- 
ing to him Jn the first act. Right there is where the 
author made his big hit. As a rule, the bad man 
has things pretty much his own way all through the 
piece until just at the finish, when somebody trips 
him up Jn time to bring about a happy ending. 


In most modern plays, too, the hero is a blunder- 


ing Jdiot who falls into all sorts of traps and is no- 
where around when his arch-enemy appears on the 
scene to kidnap the heroine and 
c%rry out other 


schemes of devilment. Not so in the case of Cimar- 
ron. He is just a little bit quicker in drawing his 
gun than anybody else, and when it comes to a show- 
down it is the 
other fellow 
who bites the dust. 


Single-handed, he routs a gang of bank robbers. The 
only real weakness he shows is in refusing to accept 
the huge rewards offered for shooting their leader, 
one of his old pals in the cow country, even though 
the latter had first tried to kill him. He might at 
least have taken'the money and used it to start the 
new church, of which the town was badly in need. 


Take it all in all, though. ''Cimarron" is the kind 


of a show that satisfies. It gives virtue an equal 
chance with villainy all the way through. The wife 
who carried on by continuing to publish the news- 
paper after her husband's wanderlust had led him 
away proves equal to the job, and her final election 
to congress provides some compensation for the ac-^ 
cidental death of her spouse upon his long delayed 
return. 


If more scenario '•writers would build their plots 


after this fashion their offerings would please the 
public better. Let's have fewer imbecile heroes, and 
give the bold, bad man his just deserts before he gets 
in his dirty work. 


CAPITAL'S OPPORTUNITY. 


Prospects appear good now that night work for 


women and children in the cotton mills of this coun- 
try will be virtually abolished beginning March 1. 
Operators of 70 per cent of the mills have agreed to 
take this step providing that 5 per cent more of the 
factory owners will join them in this action. The 
head of the cotton textile institute declares that in- 
dications are that the additional number of sup- 
porters will be secured. 


Mill operators are willing to take this progressive 


move at the present time because it can be done 
without any serious dislocation of labor. The surplus 
of labor to be found in every part of is a tragedy to 
the jobless themselves but in this particular case it 
may open the way to improved labor conditions that 
will carry over to times when the general financial 
situation is improved. 


Employers have a great responsibility in ft period 


of unemployment. They can selfishly use it only to 
;heir own interests by taking advantage of the help- 
less condition of labor to impose unfair conditions. 
On the other hand the employers can find the op- 
portunity to shorten the hours of labor and to im- 
prove conditions in general in their factories at a 
:ime when the wheels of industry are not turning at 
top notch speed for 24 hours every day. 


The breach between capital and labor will be wid- 


ened immeasurably during times of unemployment of 
the employers take the selfish, short-sighted policy. 
Capital will be storing up for itself much trouble in 
the form of future class conflict should it take ad- 
vantage of labor in its time of need. Such a period 
as the present also gives capital the opportunity to 
win the friendship of labor by adopting a humanitar- 
ian policy which will do much to avoid possible future 
disturbances. It is a question which must be solved 
by every individual employer and will have much to 
do with determining the futurr- success or failure of 
his institution as well as of the entire capitalistic 
system. 


PRESERVE THE BALLOT. 


No more viciously .un-American proposal has ap- 


peared in the Nebraska legislature in years than the 
Bill now before the house of representatives propos- 
ing to bar the communist party from the ballot. 


The priceless heritage of America has been the 


fact that its people had the right to choose their own 
form of government, to enact that chosen form of 
government in an orderly way through the ballot, 
chosen representatives, and the courts. 


Persons who hold the present system of American 


government the foundation for the ideal state are 
naturally hostile to communism. It calls for utterly 
different demands on human nature than experience 
has led us to believe to be possible. But its advocates 
have as much right to their views as republican and 
democratic party members have to their beliefs on 
tariff, Immigration, or prohibition issues. 


It is only when a party or group is denied the right 


of securing change by the orderly processes of the 
ballot and legal representation that it becomes dan- 
gerous. Denying communists the ballot would be to 
encourage them to use violence. Denying them the 
ballot would make martyrs of a group which would 
otherwise be considered followers of a mistaken no- 
tion. Denying them the ballot would be a subversion 
of the basic principles of American government, * 
free voice in the affairs »f a free people, seeking 
changes iii government in orderly processes of law. 


The bill should be killed with a stinging rebuke to 


the intolerance that permitted it to arise.

clause of Kevelations

Does tbe author of the words "The 
Lord's Day'' i*feh to 
convey 
the 


meaning that it was our Chi*,tlan 
Sunday, or the Jewish Sabbath, or 
to what day docs he refer? 


ANSWER. 


The observance of the first in- 
stead of the seventh day of the week 
as the Christian festival of worship 
and thanksgiving is accounted for in 
the Books of Acts, 20:7; where we 
are told that on the first day of the 
week the disciples met to break 
bread. St. Paul, in his first Corin- 
thian letter, also speaks of the first 
day of the week when each Chris- 
tian should put by any profit he had 
made (16:2). 
Here on the most venerable au- 
thority of the early Church is the 
use of the expression "the Lord's 
Day," 
as evidently indicating 
the 
Christian Sabbath. It occurs later 
in 
that 
ancient document, the 
"Didactic,1' and in the writings of St. 
Ignatius. "True- Christians," said this 
Father, "no longer sabbatize; they 
live according to the Lord's Day." 
The author of the Book of the Rev- 
elation clearly refers to the Chris- 
tian and not to the Jewish, Sabbath 
in the passage you quote.

because it can be done 
without any serious dislocation of labor. The surplus 
of labor to be found in every part of is a tragedy to 
the Joble.ss themselves but In this particular case it 
may open the w’ay to Improved labor conditions tha t 
will carry over to times when the general financial 
situation Is improved. 
Employers have a great responsibility in 
a period 
of unemployment. 
They can selfishly use it only to 
their own interests by *aking advantage of the help­ 
less condition of labor to impose unfair conditlon.s. 
On the o^^her hand the employers can find the op­ 
portunity to shorten the hours of labor and to im ­ 
prove conditions in general in their factories at a 
time when the wheels of Industry are not turning at 
top notch speed for 24 hours every day. 
The breach between capital and labor will be wid­ 
ened Immea.surably during times of unemployment of 
the employers take the .sellish, short-sighted policy. 
Capital will be storing up for itself much trouble in 
the form of future class conflict should it take ad ­ 
vantage of labor in its time of need. 
Such a period 
as the present also gives capital the opportunity to 
win the friendship of labor by adopting a hum anitar­ 
ian policy which will do much to avoid possible future 
disturbances. 
It is a question which must be solved 
by every individual employer and will have much to 
do with determining the futurr succeas or failure of 
his institution as well as of 
the 
entire capitalistic 
system.
